BEGINS WITH A RUSH. 


Congress Today Briskly Opens Up 


the Cuban and Currency 


Questions. 


Washington, Dec. 8.— The Cuban agita- j 


tion bas begun in congress. The senate j 
listened to a speech on the subject this 
morning. 


Mr. Alien of Nebraska introduced a 


resolution declaring it to bo the sense of 
the senate that congress should, with all 
due convenient speed, declare by appro- 
priate act the political independence of 
Cuba. He followed it with his speech 
declaring that the comnrercial spirit ot 
the United States was preventing action. 


In the house importantjjcurrency mat- 


tars were considered. The committee on 
banking and currency, which will have 
the shaping of a considerable portion of 
the financial legislation before the house, 
held its first meeting this morning and 
outlined its general plan of action. 
( 


Following Secretary Gage's recommen- 


dations of a comprehensive revision of 
currency and banking affairs, a, resolution 
was adopted inviting the secretary to em- 
body his views in a bill. The committee 
was informed that the secretary was now 
at work on a measure and that it would be 
available for the committee in about a 
week. 


Mr. Hill of Connecticut then precipi- 


tated a sharp discussion by moving that 
the committeee act at at once by report- 
ing to the hoese a bill embodying three of 
the financial features which had the 
president's approval. These were em- 
bodied in a bill heretofore offered by Mr. 
Brosius of Pennsylvania,and Mr, Hill now 
proposed that the first three sections be 
placed before the house Immediately. 


The three sections provided: Bank cir- 


culation up to the par value of bonds de- 
dosited; reduction of the tax on circula- 
tion to one-fourth of one per cent; the es- 
tablishment of small banks in rural 
communities. 


Mr. Hill said the committee would do 


well not to go through the tedious pro- | 
cesses of chnsidering and dividing on 
these three propositioas which appeared 
to meet with general acceptance and had 
received executive approval. 


Doings. 


Washington, Dec. 8. — The session of 


the house yesterday, though it lasted 
but two hours, witnessed a lively skirm- 
ish over the question of distributing the 
president's message to the various com- 
mittees olothad. with jurisdiction over 
the subjects dealt -with. The conflict of 
authority came between the ways and 
means and the banking and currency 
committees. Chairman 
Walker 
and 


other members of the latter committee 
believed that the language of the reso- 
lution for distribution, which reftrred 
all matters relating "to the revenues, 
tlhe national finances, the public debt," 
to the ways and means committee would 
rob their committee of all jurisdiction 
over the question of impounding the 
greenbacks as recommended by toe 
president — a question which they con- 
tendecl was fundamental to any scheme 
for the revision of our currency lews. 


The battle ragred all along the line. 


During the debate Mr. Grosvenor of 
Ohio fired the first gun ag-ainst the civil 
service law-, and this also brought the 
friends and enemies ot that measure 
into action. At the outset hsrepudiated 
the idea that opposition to the'civil ser- 
vice law involved an. affront to the presi- 
dent. Conrress was empowersd to dea! 
with flhe subject, and the president had 
referred it to congress. He heartily 
agreed with the president that "there 
are places in the classified service which 
ougrht to be exempt." "I am glad," said 
Mr. Grosvenor, "to go that far with the 
president, e\ en if I am compelled to part 
company from him wlie-n he says tha 
civil service system has the official sanc- 
tion of the people." Mr. Grosvenor de- 
clared that he had kept in touch with the 
sentiment of the country, and if the 
question were submitted to the people 
•west of the Allegheny mountains it 
would be buried under their over- 
whelming condemnation. This was a 
government for the people and by the 
people, lie declared, and no man should 
be excluded from participating in the 
executive branch of the government by 
accident of birtn or the miwfo.rt.une of 
early education who was ot(herwi«e 
qualified. Ohio, lie said, bad repudiated 
the civil service liuv, and was opposed 
to building up an office holding class in 
this country. 


Mr. Brosius, trne chairman of the com- 


mittee on civil service, defended tie 
law and tliff president's interpretation 
of it. It was for the executive to ad- 
minister it; he had full power to correct 
any mistakes that had been made, and 
he thought its administration should 
be left there. Any attempt to legislate 
upon the question must be regarded as 
an in/dignity to tha executive. 


Mr. Bailey commended Mr. Grosvenor'a 


utterances ag-ainst building up an offios- 
holding class in tills country — a. doctrine, 
lie said, which was almost literally em- 
bodied in the Chicago platform. (Dem- 
ocratic applause). 


"That is the only good feature of that 


platform," ejaculated Mr. Steele, amid 
laughter on the Republican side. 


"I am glad to relieve the other side of 


the charge o£ total depravity," retorted 
Mr. Bailey to this thrust. 


Mr. Wheeler avowed himself a spoils- 


man in sympathy with the proposition 
to repeal the law, and Mr. Fitzgerald 
chided the Republicans for their attempt 
to break down the law. 


Mr. Johnson, after some opening re- 


marks about the stupendous folly of 
appointing a bimetallic commission to 
roll over Europe, made a strong speech 
In defense of the civil service law. Gen- 
eral Grosvenior he charged with being 
derelict to his duty as a ^Republican, 


rant. - paroy, .» saio, was UWaJtwably 
pledged to the support of the law. Ben~ 
jamin Harrison and William McKlnitey, 
the most distinguished exponents of its 
policies, had fought for the law in no un- 
certain language, and General Grosvenor, 
he thought, well merited the rebuke ad- 
ministered by Mr. Bailey when tJie lat- 
ter charged him with supporting the 
Chicago platform. 
(Laughter). 
He 


marvelled that the mouthpiece of the 
adml'-.Etratlon had fallen so low. No 
pr' :.on of the president's message met 
with more hearty endorsement from 
him than that relating to the civil ser- 
vice, and he warned his colleagues that 
If they put tlhroug-h a bill in, antagonism 
to the law it would be vetoed. More- 
over, he said, it was a mistake to imagine 
that the sentiment of the country op- 
posed it. The law was heartily ap- 
proved by all except a few "degenerate 
politicians" who opposed it from selfish 
motive*. The trouble was not with the 
law, but with its administration by 
spoilsmen. 


Mr. Cochran, returning to the financial 


question, in a satirical sjwech spoke of 
tlie injustice of turning over a subject 
which Mr. Walker had freely admitted 
he knew all about to Mr. Dingley, -aiho 
had fathered a tariff bill that ji*S al- 
ready produced a $40,000,000 deficit, 


Mr. Bland averred that it was well 


Understood that niotlhlng would be done 
with the currency problem, and Mr. 
Bodlne alleged that the civil service law 
was a humbug which the west and 
south opposed. The latter gave some 
amusing illustrations of Its operations, 
and caused a laugh by the statement that 
Mr. Cleveland had been some time in 
the WMte House before he discovered 
that the United States were not bounded 
on the west by the Allegheny moun- 
tains.

It struck out the 
words, "the national finances, the public 
debt, tke preservation of tha govern- 
ment credit," and pave the ways and 
means committee jurisdiction over all, 
matters In the message relating to the 
revenue,' the bonded debt of the United 
States and to the treaties of tha United 
States affecting the revenue. When 
this amendment was presfsnted, the op- 
position withdrew and the resolution 
was adopted without division. 


After the session Ctoaarman Wajter 


claimed t1w.t he had won a decisive vic- 
tory, and that his committea under tha 
order would have jioirisdlctton of a meas- 
ure to "conivttrt tthe greenbacks into gold 
certificates;" but members of the ways 
and meants committee insisted that the 
verbal changes in the order would not 
affect their Jurisdiction, and that a meas- 
ure such as the president suggested, if 
introduced in tlhe house, would be re- 
ferred by the speaker to their commit- 
tee.

resting quietly when the doctor called 
this morning, but was materially weaker 
than she was during the greater part of 
yesterday. She rested very well during 
the fore part of the night but grew rest- 
less during the early hours of the morn- 
ing and seemed to be failing rapidly. 


She has been unable to take any 


nourishment since noon Monday and has 
shown no evidence of conscious ness or 
recognition of those about her since the 
greeting she extended to the president 
and Mrs. McKinley and those who came 
with, them yesterday. 


All last night the pro sident. watched at 


his dying mother's pedside. As gently as 
a woman, the head of the nation kept the 
long vigil, waiting for the certain end. 


The president remained at the bedside 


nntil about 6 o'clock this morning when 
he lay down for a short sleep. He was up 
and in the sick room again early in the 
forenoon and is devoting nearly every 
moment to his mother. 


The doctor announced on leaving the 


house at noon that Mrs. McKinley could 
hardly survive the day. She is percepti- 
bly weaker and each hour her strength 
grows less.

DIED OF CONCUSSION. 


English Fighter Succumbed to Injuries In a 


Bout With a Chicagoan. 


London, Dec. S.—Walter Croot of New- 


castle, who was defeated for the ban- 
tamweight championship of the world 
at the Natiomal Sporting club Monday 
by Jimmy Barry of Chicago, died yes- 
terday of the injuries which he received 
during the contest. Barry and his sec- 
onds were arrested, 


Barry and Ms seconds were charged 


with manslaughter and were locked up 
in cells. The inquest will be held tomor- 
row. Bail will probably be refused. 


Barry is greatly depressed at the un- 


fortunate death of Croot; but all the 
papers which publish reports of the,fisht 
pay tribute to the American's fairness 
in fighting. They say that a better ex- 
hibition of science than was displayed 
by Barry and Croot is scarcely possible. 


The referee had to caution Croot,sev- 


eral times for low hitting and too much 
clinching. J^rom the 17th round Barry 
appeared to be much stronger than 
Croot, who came up for the 20th round 
looking tired. His tactics shoved he 
Iliad been instructed by his seconds to 
force matters, in the hoyr.-of obtaining 
a verdict at tha end of the round. The 
spectators then settled themselves to 
watch intently th« closing round. 


Thius far the eon-test had been an ex- 


cellent one, and not a sound was heard 
at the opening of the 20th round except 
the foot movements, of the men In the 
ring. A miscalculation of distance upon 
the part of Croot brought him too near 
his opponent, and he received a sharp 
right bender oh the chin, which dazed 
Mm, and another blow drove him to the 
ropes. 
Following this, Barry landed 


his left and right without a return from 
Croot, who was beaten, and showed signs 
of distress. Croot, however, attempted 
to ward off Barry, but the latter, seeing 
the game was in his own hands, crept up 
close and landed his left over Croot's 
heart, following it up with a stronjf 
right bander on the point of the chin. 
'Croot fell, lay motionless in the ring 
and the retaree beyan to count 10 sec- 
ondBL But Croot did not move, and at 
tins expiration of the 10 seconds the 
referee, amidst lou-d applause, 
an- 


nounced the victory of the Chjicagoan. 
Tuesday afternoon Barry, White and 


Wtantley, who was Croot's second, the 
manager of the National Sporting stub, 
B. F. Angle, and the referee and time- 
keeper of, the fatal fight were placed 
In the prisoners' dock at New street po- 
lice station and formally charged with 
manslaughter.

largo, thiii silk handkerchief when ex- 
tended. Tie tho corners of tho handker- 
chief to tha extremities of tho cross, so 
you have tho body of a kito, which, be- 
ing properly accommodated with a ti'il, 
loop and string, will riso in tho air liko 
those made of paper, but being made of 
eilk ie better fitted to bear the -wot aud 
wind of a thunder gust without tearing. 
To the top of tho upright stick of tho 
cross is to bo fixed a very pliarp pointed 
wire rising a foot or more above Iho 
wood. To the ond oi tho twine next tho 
hand is to ba tied a silk lilibon, aud 
where tho silk aud twiuo join a key 
may be fastened. This kite is to bo 
raised when a thunder go t appears to 
lw coming on, and tho person who holds 
the string must stand within a door or 
window, or under some caver, so that 
the silk ribbon may not bo we!, and 
care must bo taken that tha twine does 
cot touch the frame of tho door or win- 
dow. 
As soon as tho thunderclouds 


come over the kite tho pointed wiro 
will draw the el itrio fire from them, 
and tho kite, with all tho twine, will 
bo electrified and stand out every way 
and be attracted liy an approaching fln- 
gcr. 
And wheii the rain has wet tho 


kite and twine you will find tho elec- 
tric firo stream out plentifully from the 
key on the approach of jjour knuckle."

municipal elections yesterday.

LITERARY FORGERY. 


WHAT THE GREATER NEW YORK IS 


TALKING ABOUT. 


Editors at the Mercy of Plagiarists— Mnn- 


sey'i Decision to Accept No More dm- 
trlbntlon» From Unknown Writers—oth- 
er* Hare Purposed a Similar Rule. 


NEW YOKK, Deo. 8.—[Special.]—It is 


not at all surprising that Mr. Frank A. 
Munsfiyand his intelligent staff of literary 
helpers should have been deceived into 
publishing nn old pioce of \erse lor a now 
one, as lho.y did In tbo current, number of 
Munsoy's Magazine. There is no one liv- 
ing, probably, \vho has read all the really 
good poems in the English language, and 
certainly It is beyond the power of any in- 
dividual or group of individuals do peruse 
all that is published in all the periodicals, 
so that tho publishers are really largely at 
tho moroy of clever literary forgers. Were 
it not that some one among the readers of 
any periodical is sure, sooner or later, to 
spofe a literary t,hcft there is little doubt 
that our weeklies and our monthlies would 
be overrun, with repnblished matter pur- 
porting to be original. 


Discussing this deplorable state of af- 


fairs an editor once declared to me that in 
his opiuion it indicated a low moral 
standard among the writers of the United 
States. As a matter of fact, it indicates 
nothing of the kind; the literary thief is 
not a writer ouco in a hundred times. He 
may occasionally be a person who desires 
to write, bu fe the niero fact that he steals 
instead of writing removes him from the 
class my editorial friond denounced. 


]Mr. Munsey. I observe, is much annoy- 


ed by the foot that he was botrayed into a 
republicatlon and has announced that 
hereafter all contributions from unknown 
persons, particularly verse, will be rejected, 
no attention whatever being paid to tho 
writings of any ono nob personally known 
to himself or some member of his staff. 
Perhaps this is a wise decision ou Mr. 
Mnnsey's part, but It certainly may work 
some Injustice to deserving contributors 
who havo not yet won recognition. And 
no such drastic measures have over before 
been adopted, so far as the writer knows, 
by any publisher or editor. 


Mnnsey's Case Not Unique. 


There ia probably no publishing house in 


the United States that haw not been tho 
victim of snob an oversight as that which 
has caused Mr. Mnnsey's new rule, and 
perhaps none- has suffered more in this 
manner than the great houat of Harper & 
Brothers. 


In their case, howovcr, the stolon mat- 


tor has rarely been actually published, 
since every accepted contribution to the 
Harpers' periodicals is now road by sev- 
eral persons, not only for the purpose of 
determining its fitness when judged from 
a number of different viewpoints, but; also 
to gunid against thoFOrtof bad luck Mun- 
sey bus just mot with. 


But soon after Kichard Harding Davis 


was made managing editor of Harper's 
Weekly, a few years ago, on account of 
his brilliant Van Bibber contributions to 
The Evening Sun, he foil an easy prey to 
one of tho men who like to humbug edi- 
tors, and, I think, failed to discover the 
imposition until after the stolen story had 
boon run through the press. 
He was 


wrought up to a great pitch of wrath when 
he found it out and intensely humiliated 
as well, and ho declared to his friends and 
through tho medium of tho press that he 
would not rest until he had punished tho 
culprit. He therefore devoted a good deal 
of his personal time to the detection of the 
offender. Eventually Davis found the 
man, but when ho learned the circuffi*- 
stances under which the forgery was made 
he decided not to prosecute, but to get 
even by writing up tho circumstances in 
the form of fiction. This be did, and a 
right good story it was, though publica- 
tion was deferred » year or two. 


Manuscript Reading:. 


If Mr. Munsay adheres strictly to the 


decision not to read the contributions of 
unknown writers, he will thereby elimi- 
nate ono of the most puzzling and annoy- 
ing departments of editorial work. 
The 


unsolicited contributions are nn abomina- 
tion almost too great to be borne in every 
publishing office. 
They arrive by every 


mail, and eome of the older and better 
known periodicals receive hundreds every 
day of the year. The number of manu- 
scripts thus submitted to a> great estab- 
lishment publishing several periodicals, 
like Harper & Brothers, must be simply 
terrifying. 


So far as I know, and I nm tolerably 


familiar with the interior workings of the 
New York publishing houses, these con- 
tributions are invariably examined with 
tho utmost patience, although it is true 
that even were every contribution submit- 
ted of sufficiently high grado to warrant 
publication not half of 1 per cent could be 
made use of. And yet go keen is tho de- 
sire of publishers not to miss a really good 
thing that every manuscript is looked 
over and, if there-is the least of promise 
in the first page or two, carefully read 
through to tho laat lino and reported 
upon to tho directing; editor by some per- 
son of literary taste and judgment em- 
ployed especially for that purpose. In 
some of the larger offices the expense of 
reading unsolicited contributions is very 
large, and in every office probably is so 
great that tho few finally accepted, though 
not often paid for at exceptional ratus, 
cost four or five times as much as contri- 
butions upon the subjects treated could 
be purchased for from the beet qualified 
experts. 


Over and over again in every magazine 


office of which I have any knowledge the 
question of refusing to read these contri- 
butions and thus either decreasing the ex- 
pense of tbo office or adding to the effi- 
ciency of the staff has been discussed. Yet 
Munsey is the first to announce that ho 
h«s enougli of unsolicited contributions. 


Only 108 Articles n Year.' 


Some readers—would be successful con- 


tributors perhaps—may eall in question 
what I have suid concerning the practical 
availability of unsolicited contributions. 
Here is a little information, however, 
which will show that my statement Is 
•well inside tho truth. 


One of the best known magazines now 


published prints on an average only nine 
separate titles—fiction, articles and poems 
—a month. There are 12 months in a year, 
and this magazine, therefore, cannot well 
make uso of more than 108 contributions 
each year. It is all right to sneer at an 
editor for preferring well known writers, 
but if you were in his business you would 
do as he does and put out matter from 
persons who had practically demonstrated 
their popularity w'th the reading public. 
This editor, howcvsr, is unusually favora- 
ble to new writers, and on the average hia 
magazine contains one contribution a 
month from a contributor who has just 
brolien through the lines, or 13 in a year. 
Last year the unsolicited contributions to 
his uiagazina numbered more than 3,000.

IMPROVEMENTS ATTHE WINDSOR 


New Smokestack Being Erected and 


Three New Boilers Being Added. 


A new iron smokestack which is to be 


erected at the Windsor print works is al~ 
most completed. It will be 144 feet in 
huight and about 10 leet in diameter, and 
will stand just north of the door opening 
from the boiler house eaot on Cliff street. 
From the position the smokestack now 
lies it will haVe to be drawn north about 
30 feet so as to get the base into its proper 
place. The foundation has been com_ 
pleted for some time. A portion of the 
boiler room wall has been taken down to 
allow for the Hue which will curry ihe 
smoke from the bailers to the stack. 
Three new boilers are being put in place at 
the works. These will add largely to the 
steam capacity at tbo works and are an 
indication of the growth of the large in- 
dustrial concern.

Instruments. 


Mr. Hamond needs no introduction to 
our musical people, nor does the in=tru- 
ment which his masterly touch shall 
awaken. It is a superb organ the finest 
in Western Massachusetts, and Mr. Ham- 
mond 
is fully capable of 
evoking 


all its latent harmonies. 
Music ap- 


propriate for church services naturally has 
limitations which reach upon the organist 
so that, while he may amply fulfill all the 
requirements of an accompanist, he may 
be unequal to the wide range, and perfect 
ski;l needful for an. hour's recital. That 
Mr.Hammond is more than a good church 
organist, 
his 200 popular 
recitals 


in Holyoke fully attest. 


Were a splendid art gallery or library 


closed to the public save for a weekly 
glimpse at their treasures, the community 
would feel unjustly treated, and consider 
it a great waste of the money invested in 
it, yet this is only a fair illustration ot cur 
use of church organs. As one so quaintly 
puts it,— 
"The organ Is a living thing; 
It speaks on Sunday when they sing, 
And when the choristers intone, 
But all the week it stays alone." 


Necessarily, and most appropriately 


too, music is a mere adjunct to divine ser- 
vice, but at a recital the human element 
also is nearly obliterat ed—and there are 
no limitations save the power of the in- 
terpreter and tne appreciation of the 
hearers. 
Those who would lay "dull 


care" aside, who would forget tbe com- 
monnlaceness of life (and who does not 
wish to ?) will know that music alone of 
ail the arts can thrill the soul to its.lowest 
depths and waft it upward toward unseen 
heights; so near to the throne is the hand- 
maid of God that the emotions she 
inspires are sometimes mistaken for the 
divine benediction. 


Should this purely disinterested effort 


of our organists' association to bring to 
all an opportunity to enjoy the noblest 
and purest of all pleasures, meet with a 
hearty response, this city will be favored 
with other similar efforts toward broader 
culture and more complete living.

ilie Present Session of Congress Will Bo 


In a Measure a Skirmish For the 
Com- 


ing Elections—And Both Parties Are 
Lining Cp For Battle. 


'WASHINGTON, Deo. 8.—[Special.]—Now 


that the president's annual message to 
congress has buen read nnd discussed by 
the statesmen ib would seom only natural 
to expect a clearing of the skies as to what 
is to bo dono about Cuba and'tho currency 
question. 
But Hie situation docs not de- 


velop rapidly. The- president's message is 
very clenr on both these points, but as yet 
congress shows no disposition to take up 
ond pass a bill providing ihe means of 
breaking tl\o endless chain whiclithe pres- 
ident recommended. It is said to be the 
programme of tho loaders of the house to 
try to agree upon a bill, and the banking 
and currency cunijiiitloo will soon nu'ct to 
consider n measure looking to some action 
in tho direction indicjtud by the provident. 
But it is considered \cr,v doubtful if '•iich 
a bill cvor comes ID a vole in the house. 
Spcnkcv Ki-cd doubtless bus power to for- 
mulate » inciisiiro and make it party poli- 
cy «ml push it through ii ho wishes to do 
so, but tho speaker is understood tu bo in 
u frame of mind rather indifferent thau 
oagor. 


They Cannot Agree. 


Tho chief Iron bio is tint the Republic- 


ans of tho house cannot thcniii'lvus aveo 
apparently as to what is best (o be dono. 
As Mr. Heed says. "It would be impossi- 
blo to get ten men together to sign tho 
same iifiUlaviti thut they V-now v\hat ilia 
country wants " Tho speaker, foreseeing 
tho difficulty of agreement between tho 
men ol his o\vn party, docs not care to 
take tho risk oi tiying to foioe action. He 
would only weaken his leadership therobj 


£ven if tl.e house frames and passes a 


currency measiue ot somo sort, either a 
simple cndlebh chain breaker such as tho 
president wants or u more elaborate 
scheme like than recommended by Secre- 
tary Gage in his report to congress, the 
senate is pretty suro to sit down upon the 
wholo affair. 
Every ono hero knows just 


what the trouble is in tho senate. A littlo 
less than a i.iajority of the senate arc in 
Livor ol the gold standard and of every 
measure that will tend to its preservation. 
A little less- than a majority arc openly in 
favor of tho silver standard, or bimetal- 
lism, and they arc not willing to do any- 
thing that will help to preserve the yellow 
metal us the standard of this country. Be- 
tween these two columns are a number of 
men who are in moro or less duubt as to 
where they stand, but whoso cletiro is to 
escape facing the issue. 
Under the«e cir- 


cumstances it is difficult to sue how any 
action of a positive nature can bo expected. 


A Battle Predicted. 


The most experienced men hero say they 


think nothing of that uuturo will bo doiio 
by this congress. 
They believe the wh'Jo 


question wii have to go over till after t.io 
financial question has been once more sub- 
mitted to tho people. Most of the leadiiij 
men of both parties ngreo that thobatile 
between silver and gold has to be four i.t 
over once moro before this nation can «e 
regarded as having settled down either to 
one standard or the other. 
Tho principal 


difference of oininion between tho tvo 
sides is as to whether it will take a prc«i- 
dential election to Bottle it. 
Some of tl.o 


Republicans think tho congressional elec- 
tions of noxt year will fce sufliciently do- 
cisno .to determine the matter without 
waiting for the campaign of 1900. Of 
course they believe the silver cause will 
lose nest year, and that as a result chcio- 
of tho Democratic party will not cure to 
make silver the leading issue in 1900. The 
Democratic leaders, on tho other hand, 
believe they are going to win a big victory 
next year. They say they will carry tho 
house of represent athes, deprive tho Ko- 
publicans of complete control of tho gov- 
ernment and tiicn carry tho fight into tho 
presidential campaign. 


In any estimate which ono may wish to 


make of the work of this present session 
of congress it is necessary to bear in mi. d 
the conditions of which I have just writ- 
ten 
It is in large measure a skirmish for 


tho coming elections. Both parties aio 
trying to get into tho be&t possible situi.- 
tion for the battle. This applies to iuili 
viduals as well as parties. 
Therefore it i^ 


bafe to look for very little action and a 
great deal of talk. 'Neither party cares to 
incur any unnecessary responsibility. TLe 
Republicans are afraid to strike down the 
greenbacks, and the Democrats, being ia 
minority, ar> not called upon to do any- 
thing but oppose the policies of their iid- 
veisaries. 


Acres of Eloquent Words. 


But talk—thero will bo no end of that. 


All the senators who are to go before their 
people tor re-election, and all the 357 rep- 
resentatives who must submit to the will 
of the voters nest fall, are eager to express 
themselves. 
They want to make, records 


with words ratjjpr than with votes, for in 
votini; they must as u rule follow their 
party, whether it leads them in to favor with 
their borne people or not, but the words they 
may choose ior themselves. So there will 
be a great talking match, an endless (.hew- 
ing oi the rag oL disputation. Acres and 
acres of The Congressional Record will be 
filled with words which tho able states- 
men want to send out to their constituents 
by means of millions ot printed speeches. 


Among the shrewd leaders of the bouse 


this craze for talk in every session just be- 
lore a congressional election is well under- 
btood. 
The managers contrive in every 


way in their power to "give the boys a 
chance." So no ono need bo surpiised if 
there arc in both IIOU-.LS long debates 
which will lead the uninitiated to tho con- 
clusion that congress is about to enact the 
most important legislation. 
But a good 


deal of it will bo stage play, a mere p;us- 
ing show in which the various actors are 
to strut and froth for the benefit of their 
admiring constituents back in the states. 
Such is political and legislative life in 
Washington. 
"How to got back to my 


seat" is a much move important question 
with most statesmen than "How to «ivo 
the country.1'

Case Against the Alleged Murderer

The Wife of a Wifliams 


Professor Held Up 


by a Ruffian. 


FRIGHTENED AWAY BY SCREAMS 


Alarm Given. 
Officers Track a Man 


to Pownal, Vt., and He is Arrested. 


Held 
in 
$2000 Bonds. 


The Accused Man a 


Bar Tender. 


Great excitement was causeu in Wil- 


liamstown at about 6 o'clock Tuesday 
evening by an attempt at highway rob- 
bery made near Park street in the center 
of the village. An unknown man held up 
Mrs. Hewitt, wife of Professor John H. 
Hewitt of Williams college, and demand- 
ed money from her. 
She was terribly 


frightened and screamed so loud that the 
man was frightened away before any 
money was secured. 


Mrs. Hewitt had been out for the after- 


noon and was returning to her home, 
which is in a secluded spot just off Park 
street. To reach her home it was nec- 
essary for her to go down Whitman lane 
and thence up a driveway some hundred 
or more rods to the house, The driveway 
has a hedge on one side and is a lonely 
spot. She had proceeded up the lane 
some little distance when she was at- 
tacked by a stranger, who demanded 
money from her. Mrs, Hewitt screamed 
loudly and the man departed in haste* 
Professor Hewitt heard the screams and 
hurried to meet his wife, who was run- 
ning toward home. She was assisted Into 
the house. 
She was not injured but was 


suffering from extreme fright and agita- 
tion. 


An alarm was immediately given and 


Judge Tenney hastened for Dr. Wood- 
bridge, and then for SheriffEldridge. The 
former hastened to the house, and Mr. 
Tenney and the officer went at once to 
the scene of the affair to discover if possi- 
ble any clew to the guilty person or per" 
sons. Two handkerchiefs, a spool of sew- 
ing thread and a box of matches were 
found in the snow. Signs of a scuffle were 
also evident, and trr B'TS were easily traced 
to Whitman lane aud down the lane sev- 
eral rods, where there were indications of 
a horse having been hitched to a tree. 


In the meantime other officers arrived 


on the scene, and among them was Sam- 
uel Starkweather. 
Starkweather 
hap- 


pened by the place about 6 o'clock and 
saw a gray horse, attached to an open 
buggy hitched to a tree. The horse was 
not blanketed and Starkweather placed a 
blanket on him. He found in the wagon 
a case of lager and a satchel. He then 
proceeded to his home, which is distant 
not more than a half a mile, but had not 
reached the house when the rig passed 
him. 
In the wagon was a man wearing a 


dark coat and derby hat. 


With this information, Sheriff Eldridg8 


Constables 
Dumfrey, 
Lamphear 
and 


Starkweather started in pursuit of the 
man, who took a course toward Pownal, 
Vt,. In that town they found evidence 
that Frank Brady, a bar tender in a hotel 
there, was the man they were looking for 
and he was arrested. 
He could not be 


brought to Williamstown. and was held 
for identification, but Mrs. Hewitt was 
not able to go to Pownal this morning. 


Tins forenoon Brady consented to come 


to Williamstown without 
requisition 


papers, and was brought before Judge 
Tenney on the charge of assault with in- 
tent to rob. He pleaded not guilty. He 
was held in $!},COO for the January session 
ot the grand jury. He could not secure 
bail and was taken to Pittsfield jail by 
SheriffEldridge. 


It seems that Mrs. Hewitt's assailant 


laid hands on her very roughly, and that 
in the struggle she bit one of his fingers. 
This was one of the eluses whereby his 
identity was known when found intoxi- 
cated in a barn in Pownal. 


The people 
of WilliamstoTOn 
were 


greatly shocked at the crime and the feel- 
ing there is intense. If Brady is convicted 
he will suffer a severe penalty, as he 
should.
